now faces a serious water shortage, 
Ihe creek having gotten so low that 
only a small amount of water eim 
be secured from that source each 
day, and the city well will only sup- 
|ily a small part of Ihe needs of 
the city in the 
same 
proportion 


which water has been used durin;,' 
the past two months. 


City Fire Chief P. B. Estes yes- 


terday issued 
a warning to the 


people of the city requesting that 
they use only such water as ii abso- 
lutely necessary for household pur- 
poses, refniining from using it on 
tho lawns and flowers. 
He said 


that if the present rate of use is 
continued, a big fire hazard will be 
faced in a few days, as all the creek 
supply will be used up and the city 
will be wilhoul any emergency sup- 
ply in case a big fire should occur. 
The chemicals can be used for any 
small fires which mighl occur and 
only a .small amount of water used 
in this way, but if a big fire should 
start, there would probably not be 
enough water lo last an hour. 


Mr. Estes said thai while every- 


one who has flowers 
desires 
to 


keep them watered and doing well, 
still the safety of the eity means 
more than the flowers and pretty 
lawns, and urges Ihe 
people 
lo 


give this matter their serious con- 
sideration before using any water 
for other than household purposes.

OW closely the growth of Anglo-Saxon law has bound to- 
gether both the freedom of the press and the civil liberties 


of the people is revealed in one of the books in The Stars 
library, "The Law of Newspapers" (McGraw-Hill Co., New 
York, 1928). In a case before the Supreme Court of Kan- 
sas in 1877, Chief Justice Horton, upholding the truth as a 
"full and complete defense" to the charge of libel, said: 


It was at one time the rule of the common law, that the 


truth of the charge, however honorable and praiseworthy the 
motives of the publisher, could not be given in evidence in a 
criminal prosecution. Hence originated the familiar maxim, 
"The greater the truth, the greater the libel." The doctrine 
was based upon the theory, that 
if the matter charg- 


ed was in fact true (thereby insuring social ostracism), the 
injury caused by the publication was much greater than 
where the publication was false. A false publication, it was 
contended, could be explained and exposed; a true one was 
difficult to explain away; . . . . It was derived from the 
polluted source of the star-chamber, and was considered at 
the time an innovation but like some other precedents, al 
though arbitrarily and unjustly established, it came to be 


I followed generally by the courts, and sustained as the law ol 


the land. 


In 1804, in the state of New York, this principle of law 


was recognized and asserted in the case of The People versus 
Oroswell. In that case the defendant was prosecuted for 
Jibei for having published in his newspaper, at Hudson, in 
that state, called The Wasp, the charge against Thomas Jef- 
feraon, then president, that he (Jefferson) paid Callencler 
fov calling Washington a traitor, a robber, and a perjurer. 
The defendant, through his counsel, Alexander Hamilton, ap- 
plied to the judge at the circuit to put off the trial to ob- 
tain the testimony of Callencler to prove the publication 
true. Lewis, Chief Justice, presiding, denied the motion, be- 
cause the testimony was inadmissible, as the truth of the 
facts charged as libellous did not amount to a complete jus- 
tification. 


This case attracted so much attention that after a ver- 


dict of guilty was rendered, and while the case was pending 
in the courts of New York on a motion for a new trial, the 
legislature of that state passed a law 
to give in evi- 


dence the truth. (Horton, C. J., in Castle v. Houston, Kansas 
1877; i»Kan. 417;27 A. R. 127.)

strawberry crop was not 
only 


short 
this year 
but the 
poor 


quality 
of berries caused 
the 


price to go down to rock bottom. 
Since the acreage was especially 
large, the failure 
of this crop 


bringing in the large 
revenue 


which was expected worked a 
special handicap on these farm- 
ers who were depending largely 
on the berry crop as the source 
of their cash income. The dry 
weather which has prevailed in 
that section as it has in most 
other parts of the state, cut the 
corn crop shorter than 
it 
has 


been at anytime in the past ten 
years. 
The same dry weather 


also reduced 
the quality and 


quantity of the grape crop. The 
crop in the Teaiti Town area was 
estimated at about half normal 
while the crop round Fayettevillc 
was even shorter than that. The 
price of beef cattle has been go- 
ing off recently as a result of 
"dumping" of market animals to 
avoid feeding in the face of short 
pastures. 
The reduced income 


from all the above 
mentioned 


sources has placed the frmcr in 
a very precarious financial posi- 
tion. 


About the same situation ex- 


ists as far as crops and livestock 
lire concerned 
in that 
section 


around Harrison. A greater par1 


of the income in that section i.s 
derived from hay and feed crops, 
marketed by^ feeding to livestock. 
The apple crop throughout the 
northwest portion of the skate is 
very short. Apples'are not now 
receiving the attention they wore 
receiving a. few yers ago as a 
crop. 
The various problems in 


connection with the production 
of first class apples have become 
so complex, and the labor re- 
quirements so heavy that one can 
sec, in traveling through the area 
around Bcntonville, and Bcrry- 


•villc', thai,' many growers have 
thrown up their hands, with the 
result that orchards may be ob- 
served which are being pulled out- 
er are not receiving the necessary 
attention to make them produce 
a crop of apples. 
The income 


then from the apple crop is also 
a greatly reduced one. 


Throughout the entire area the 


dairy cow has been furnishing a 
consistent income. 
It is true 


that dry pastures have, in many 
cases, reduced the milk flow. But 
where the dairy cow has received 
the proper attention so far ss 
feeds are concerned, she has been 
a source of income. Wo may con 
sider ourselves at Hope more for- 
tunate than people in other sec- 
tions, in having access to such 
a reliable market for milk as that 
furnished by the Kraft Phenix 
Cheese Co. In one town a price 
of only 45c per pound was being 
paid at the cheese plant for but-

Under the reclamation plan 
a soldier prisoner who conformed 
to certain strict requirements was 
restored after a specified period to 
his regiment with a clean record. 


A part of the plan was to offer 


vocational instruction.

operated a (540-acre farm, took care 
of a dairy herd of 81 cattle, and of 
8,000 chickens and 1G5 hogs. 


Other activities for training in- 


cluded a green house, an ice plant, 
a tailor shop, a shoe and harness 
shop, carpentry and paint shop, 
machinery and blacksmith shops, u 
laundry and dry cleaning plant. 


The barracks have seen one of 


the most prolonged prison mutinies 
in the history of the country. In

the enumeration districts in 
the 


state of Arkansas will each con- 
sist of approximately 1,800 people. 
In the rural areas of the 
stale, 


where Ihe enumerators must cover 
greater territory, the population 
will be smaller, but the rural enum- 
erator has to secure data for the 
farms as well as the people. 


When this vast amount of data 


has been collected by thc enumera- 
tors in Arkansas and verified by 
the supervisors and forwarded to 
the Census 'Bureau, that branch of
